Esoteric Deities 


Esoteric deities are the archetypical apprehensions of psychological phenomena. 
Mythologically, i.e. following the mythos presenced by the continuing Hermetic tradition, 
in order to journey through the spheres, one confronts and de-magnifies [1] the energy of 
a particular archetype or magnifies its power for its integration. Traditionally, there is a 
series of recurring deities. These deities are not obligatorily followed or worshiped or 
presenced but are one exoteric type of symbolism for an acausal entity or entities. Noted 
by Monette [2] are some of the deities and an etymological explanation, 


Baphomet: the archetypal dark goddess, described as a mature woman bearing a severed 
head, and covered in gore. This figure has strong parallels to the (Irish) Morrigan and 
(Indian) Kali. The severed head is also a parallel to medieval depictions of the Algol 
constellation, with reversal of gender roles. 


The sigil for [Kthunae] is clearly astrological, resembling the Ursac (dipper) 
constellations. Kthunae is likely from y@vva (underworldly) in Greek. 


Atazoth: Interpreted to mean ‘an increasing of azoth,’ and yet is called ‘the most 
powerful of the [esoteric] gods’. [...] The term may in fact derive from & Wl in Arabic, 
a Quranic term for the devil. 


Nemicu: [S]aid to be ‘a bringer of wisdom’, its sigil appears to be Semitic or 
Proto-Arabian in origin, especially given [the] moon and star symbol. The body of the 
sigil appears to be adapted from the Carthaginian Tanit glyph. 


The understanding of the esoteric gods is understood psychologically through mythology 
and religious apprehension. The belief, whether literal or non-literal, is dependent upon 
the individual. 


Each individual is expected to work things out for themselves - if they can’t do this, for 
whatever reason, they’re just not suitable. This means, for example, treating all material - 
including the alleged aural traditions - with scepticism, and forming their own 
conclusions about their veracity, or otherwise. 


No one tells an associate what to believe, what to accept, what to do. There is no dogma, 
no prescribed ethics, only some guidance. For the method is akin to an Occult 
experimental science - conduct experiments on yourself, on others and on ‘the world’, 
and get some results. Figure out for yourself what the results mean. Then move on. 


Mythos motivates, enthrals, and presences acausal energy. It is wyrdful — a means of 
change for human beings, and outlines or intimates how such wyrdful change can be 
brought-into-being. 


The so-called objective, cause-and-effect, 'truth' of a mythos — stated or written about by 
someone else — is basically irrelevant, for a mythos presences its own species of truth, 
which is that of a type of acausal knowing. The mythos of the esoteric deities is a means 
of change. An aeonic occult working. For it is a manifestation of the numinous and the 
acausal energies re-presented.
